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Fall or a tireart Water Tower. 
In various part* of the country 
it bu become common, in con- 
nection with local water works, 
to erect slender towers or atand 
pipes for the purpose of main- 
taining the required head or 
pressure in the distributing pipes. 
Tbe common method is*to erect 
a simple iron cylinder or stack 
of, say, 16 ft, diameter and a 
hundred feet or more in height, 
into which the water is pumped 
and held like a cistern, the lower 
end of the cylinder being con- 
nected with one of tbe water dis- 
tributing mains. 

The stand pipe of the Kings 
County Waterworks, located at 
Bbeepshead Bay, near Brooklyn, 
N. Y., which at 1 p. m. on Octo- 
ber 7, 1886, suddenly collapsed 
and fell, while being charged 
with water during a preliminary 
trial of its strength. 

This stand pipe was 250 it. 
high, 16 ft, in diameter at its 
base and tor a height of 70 ft., 
then tapering upward for 25 ft., 
and then rising 8 It. in diameter. 
A very strong and substantial 
foundation ot concrete had been 
constructed, 38 ft. in depth below 
the surface of the ground. On 
this the stand pipe was built, 
the contractor being LI. B. Rob- 
inson, of Boston, Mass. 

As before stated, the explosion 
took place at 1 p. m., when the 
neighbors were startled by a 
rumbling noise followed by a 
crash like that ot thunder. 
There was a slight vibration of 
the earth, but it was all over in less 
than thirty seconds. The people 
thought it was an earthquake, and 
rushed froiL their houses in 
terror. Tbe shock was felt in all 
directions within a mile or two 
ot Sheepshead Bay. A cloud of 
dust was seeu rising from the 
locality, and when it bad floated 
away the water tower was dis- 
covered lying on the ground, 
with tons of steel plates scattered 
in every direction. Great vol- 
umes of water rolled from and 
around the prostrate structure, 
and in a few moments nineteen 
acres of land were submerged. 

Borne water had been pumped 
into the tower a week previous 
to tbe explosion, but the real test 
was not made until the day of 
the explosion. It was supplied 
from drive wells in the immediate 
vicinity. The large engines were 
set in motion et the pumping 
station shortly alter 11 o'clock. 
Two hours later the great tank 
was nearly filled, there being 227 
feet of water in it, which would 
make about 400,000 gallons. 
The pressure was then 127 
pounds to tbe square inch. It 
was noticed then that the tower 
leaked in some places, and Mr. 
Robinson prepared to mount the 
narrow iron ladder that led to 
the top of the structure, and 
make an examination. lie ap- 
proached within about five feet 
of the tower when he heard a 
rumbling noise like that of a 
rushing train, as be expressed it, 
and tbe plates for * distance of 
twenty feet from the ground 
parted and let loose the water. 
Others describe it as like the ex- 
plosion of a steam boiler. The 
volume of liquid rnshed out with 
great force, and Mr, Robinson 
was caught in it. He was car- 
ried nearly tilty feet by the wave, 
and that saved hie life. Almost 
in the same moment a large 
section of steel plate weighing n 
ton or more crashed down upon 
the spot where, be had stood. 
Another section weighing five 


tons was thrown fifty feet in an 
opposite direction. Small pieces 
wen tossed all around the base 
of the tower. 

Meanwhile, the tower, support- 
ed by the wire cables alone, tot- 
tered for a moment and then tell 
with a crash and roar in a north- 
easterly direction. Tbe heavy 
steel plate, bolts, and braces were 
broken,, bent and twisted like so 
much paper. The rush of the 
water had stirred up clouds of 
dust, and tor a time the scene 
was concealed from view. When 
Mr. Robinson recovered himself, 
he was floundering in three teet 
of muddy water, ilia hat, coat, 
pocket-book and a number of 
papers were gone. He struggled 
to his feet and waded toward a 
dry spot a quarter of a mile away. 
Though considerably bruised, he 
was not seriously iujured. His 
pocket-book and clothing were 
found some hours later near the 
wreck. — Scientific American.

Pa- 
pa says that Jen comes in the 
store and comes to him and 
barks and then rune to the 
door and barks for liim to 
come home to get a piece. He 
seems like a child without 
friends. I received a package 
of papers last night and judge- 
ing from the endorsing on the 
paper that they were ' from 
uncle Andy. If so I send 
many thanks and I have read

asking a speedy reply and 
hoping you are well.
